They  contracted  also  to 
furnish  the  Legislature  with  stationary  at  the  follow  ing 
rates  :  letter  or  post  paper  at  5  dollars*  per  ream;  writ- 
ing or,  cap,  >o.  t,  at  5  dollars,  No.  &,  at  4  dollars  50 
cents,  and  No  3  at  4  dollars  ;  quills,  wafer*,  and  ink- 
powder  at  the  current  retailing  prices — subject  to  the 
same  provisions  as  to  payment.

Wr  Sullivan  :  Vlr.  President  I  am  directed  to  i«  f  rm 
the  Senate — seats  are  prepared  for  them  on  the  ris;ht 
of  the  speakers  chair — in  the  Repr*^tt$ativvq  chain, 
ber — where  they  are  requested  to  attend  to  receive  the 
communication  of  his  Excellency  the  Govern nr — and 
thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  to  the  Representatives 
chamber — and  took  their  seats  accordingly — when  the 
following  message  was  received  from  his  Kxcellenry 
the  Governor  by  Air.  .New   Secretary  of  state,  to  wit : 
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Oenflemen  of  the  Senate, 

And  of  the  H  use  of  Representatives. 

Tn  meeting  yon  a<*ain  fop  :he  ell  -charge  of  our  cor- 
relative duties,  it  is  inriHnHent  on  me  to  recommend  to 
your  consideration  such  measure!.  ?s  are  deemed  im- 
portant to  the  interests  of  our  constituents  and  the  wel- 
fare of  the  state. 

When  the  importance  of  the  undertaking;  an<^  thd 
limited  time  wfiicti  the  la^t  General  Assembly  occupi- 
ed in  revising  the  undigested  materials  which  had  pre- 
viously composed  the  statute  laws  of  the  state  are  du- 
ly considered,  it  is  to  he  expect*  d  that  some  of  our 
Statuary  proviions  should ag\in  require  Legislative  in- 
terference.— The  exiting  pro\isions  do  not  render 
the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  sufficiently  cer- 
tain to  en*ure  the  support  of  the  public  credit.  'I'll© 
act  for  the  assessing  and  collecting  revenue  should  re- 
quire that  the  assessment  be  made  annually  at  an  ear-" 
li>  r  period,  which  would  afford  more  time  for  collec- 
tion, and  render  the  payment  to  the  treasury  more  c  r- 
tain  and  less  httrth  nsome  to  the  people — The  act  re- 
quires prosecuting  at  orrie*  in  the  several  counties  to 
prosecute  in  all  cases  c«  nnected  with  the  renv w  — 
and  that  suits  he  instituted  against  delinquent  sheriffs, 
in  the  name  of  the  Auditor  'although  their  bonds  be  giv- 
en to  the  governor  and  his  successor*  in  ofiRce,  yet  it 
has  been  doubted  whether  suits  thus  instituted  eon  Id 
be  sustained.  This  mode  of  coercing  payments  from 
delinquent  sheriff-  is  objectionable  on  account  of  the 
frequent  changes  made  by  the  courts  of  their  prosecut- 
ing attornies,  with  other  co-operating  cause*  of  which 
the  Auditor  whose  duty  it  is  to  direct  tine  institution  of 
revenue  suits,  being  unimformed  produces  procrastina- 
tions unavoidable  as  they  are  injurious  to  the  revenue. 

The  better  to  enforce  the  payments  nf  (he  revenue  of 
the  state,  on  the  part  of  those  charged  with  opllectmns 
it  is  recommended  that  all  suits  connected  therewith  he 
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instituted  in  the-  Harrison  cireuif-courf,  and  fliat  thft 
apppointment  of  an  Attorney  (iemral  be  authorized . 
by  law,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prosecute  thereon  and 
in  the  Supreme  court  when  the  state  may  be  a  party — 
and  such  other-  duties  as  shall  he  enjoined  by  law — 
with  such  provision  for  his  services  as  may  be  deemed 
adequate  and  propel*. 

At  present  there  is  no  law  officer  of  whom  it  can  ha 
required  as  a  duly  to  a  fiord  legal  advice  to  either  of 
the -Rxecu'ive 'officers  of -the  state  although  questions 
must  arise,  connected  with  the  revenue  as  wellasoth- 
ther  subjects  redlining  legal  abilities  to  decide. 

To  provide  ways  and  means  for  the  support  of  gov- 
ernment for  ll:3  current  year  will  claim  yur  attention# 
and  the  reports  with  which  yon  will  be  furnished  by 
the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  will  afford  a  correct  viewT  of 
the  finances  of  the  state.  » 

li  is  believed  that  a  valuable  Salt  spring  is  known 
to  be  within  the  limits  of  the  late  purchase  of  In- 
dian lands,  which  if  ratified  by  the  Treaty  making 
power  of  the  United  States,  and  U;e  lands  allowed  for 
the  use  of  such  Saline  could  be  speedily  set  apart,  a 
revenue  would  the  sooner  be  derived  from  that  source; 
while  the  monopolized  article  of  tfalt  would  be  furnish- 
ed at  a  much  cheaper  rate  to  a  great  portion  of  our  citi- 
zens. 

The  provision  of  the  act  organizing  the  circuit  courts, 
that  requires  all  pleas  that  deny  the  cause  of  action 
when  founded  on  a  written  instrument ;  to  be  sup- 
ported by  an  oath  or  affirmation,  presents  inducements 
to  commit  perjury,  and  is  calculated  to  add  unnecssa- 
rily  to  (he  expence  of  the  suitors. —  The  act  subjecting 
real  and  personal  estates  to  execution,  has  left  to  un- 
certainty what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  real  pro- 
perty which  after  being  exposed  to  sale  under  execu- 
tion for  the  t'-rm  of  Seven  years  fails  to  satisfy  the  de-

iNedrlv  all  the  statutes  which  were  in  foree  pri  >r  to 
the  last  session  of  the  <Teueral  Assembly  have  been  re- 
pealed, but  there  is  no  provision  that  such  suits  and 
prose^  utions  as  has  been  instituted  under  the  repealed 
statuses  should  be  kept  alive  and  prosecuted  to  fiaal 
judgement:  this  defect  unless  remedied,  may  in  some  in- 
stances tend  to  prejudice  individual  rights  and  lead  ?o 
the  impunity  of  crime  — There  are  also  suits  in  chance- 
ry in  which  the  presiding  Judges  of  the  ciicuits  \m\& 
b^en  interested  as  counsel,  and  will  not  progress  to 
trial  until  the.  (supreme  court  is  \ested  with  original 
jurisdiction  in  such  cases  and  until  the  mode  of  trans-, 
fering  those  suits  from' the  circuit  courts  shall  he  pre- 
e  tubed  by  la\v. —  be  constitution  has  provided  that 
no  act  of  the  General  Assembly  snail  be  in  foree  un- 
til it  shall  be.  published  ia  print,  unless  in  cases  of  em- 
ergency—  This  provision  is  too  indefinite  in  its  char- 
acter, and  requires  Legislative  aid,  either  by  a  gene- 
ral act  or  a  special  clause  in  each,  prescribing  a  certain, 
period  sufficiently  distant  to  ensure  the  promulgaii  n  of 
the  laws  from  which  their  operation  shall  commence. 

The  humane  principles  of  our  government  forbid 
the  ilea  that  any  unnecessary  punishment  or  rigor 
should  be  inflicted  on  those  whom  misfortune  or  crime 
have  subjected  to  imprisonment  n  ^withstanding  the 
situation  of  many  of  our  prisons  are  calculated  to  in- 
vite disease  .upon  limited  confinement  therein  and  to 
inflict  punishment  before  trial.  The  internal  improve- 
ment of  the  state  forms  a  subject  of  the  greatest  impor- 
tance and  deserves  the  most  serious  attention. — Roads 
and  Canals  ate  calculated  to  afford   facilities  to  the 
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Commercial  tr&nsncfinns  connected  with  tlie  exports  anA 
ion  )t>ica  of  the  country  by  lessening  the  expences  and 
time  attendant,  as  well  on  the  transportation  of  the 
bulky  articles  which  compose  our  exports  as  on 
th<*  importation  of  articles  .  the  growth  ami  manofac- 
tares  of  For  ign  countries,  which  luxury  and 
Sia  <ii  have  rendered  two  common  and  almost  in. 
despensible  to  our  consumption.  They  enhance  the 
Value  of  the  soil  by  affording;  to  the  agr  culturalist  the 
means  of  deriving  greater  gain  from  its  cultivation, 
with  an  equal  proportion  of  labor,  thereby  presenting 
Stronger  inducements  to  industry  and  enterprize.  and  at 
the  sume  time,  by  various  excitements,  invite  10  a  more 
general  intercouse  between  the  citizens;  which  never 
fails,  in  a  great  measure  to  remove  the  jealosies  of  1<»- 
c:  1  interest,  and  the  imbittered  violence  of  political 
feuds,  which,  too  often  produce  the  most  undignified  re- 
sults to  our  Republican  institutions,  and  secretly  de- 
stroy, some  of  the  greatest  blessings  which  social  iuter* 
course  is  calculated  to  afford. 

The  success  whicn  h*s  attended  the  exertions  of  the 
Jeffersomille  Ohio  Canal  Company,  affords  the  flatter- 
iug  prospectof  aspeedy  commencement  upon  the  great  ob 
ject  for  which  the  corporation  was  created,  and  presents 
still  stronger  claims  upon  the  General  Assembly  to  aid 
its  ultimate  execution. 

It  is  submitted  to  your  consideration  whether  the 
township  of  Nnd  generally  known  by  the  name  of  the 
''French  Lick,*'  which  was  reserved  and  vested  in  the 
state  for  the  u«e  of  a  Saline,  and  which  is  admitted  to 
be  of  no  importance  for  the  manufacture  of  Salt,  ought 
not  with  the  assent  of  Cougress  to  be  disposed  of,  a»>d 
the  funds  arising  therefrom,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Legislature  to  be  vested  in  Canal  stock  in  behalf  of  the 
state. 

"v\  ith  the  three  per  cent  fund  appropriated  by  an  act 
of  Congress,  it  is  iu  your  power  to  lay  the  fouudatioa 
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&f  a  system  of  internal  improvement  co-exfensive  with 
the  state,  which  if  managed  with  economy  anifr  a  due 
regard  to  the  objects  tor  which  it  was  intended,  will 
progressively  effect  the  grand  purpose  without  exhaust- 
ing the  weans  of  its  progress  until  it  shall  have  been 
fully  accomplished. 

Until  a  siie  for  the  seat  of  Government  s'-all  be  es- 
tablished which  *vill  be  considered  as  permanent  fr»»m 
V/:iictt  as  a  centre,  substantial  leading  roads  may  be 
m  ide,  to  the  important  points  on  the  limits  of  the  state, 
tiie  extendi',  ire  of  this  fund  would  be  disbursed  to 
purposes  Mit  limitediy  advantageous  if  no<  <  ultimately 
useless —  This  fund  if  it  were  invested  in  an  interest 
bluing  stock,  together  with  its  Semianual  dividends 
\v mid  enable  the  state  after  the  lapse  of  a  few  years  to 
appropriate  thirty  thousand  annually  for  (he  making 
|*oads  and  Canals,  without  materially  affecting  its  re- 
sources ;  and  the  experience  afforded  from  the  policy 
of  an  adjoining  state  furnishes  ample  proof  of  the  im- 
propriety of  making  any  disposition  of  this  fund,  other 
than  such  as  will  accomplish  improvements  of  a  dura- 
ble character.  This  fund  as  the  subject  of  a  general 
trust  has  been  committed  to  your  care  under  a  solemn 
compact  between  the  General  Government  and  tl.is 
state;  with  no  other  limitaiiou,  than  that  it  shall  be 
applied  to  the  use,  of  making  mads,  and  Cauals  with- 
in the  lattpr,  without  any  expression  with  regard  to 
the  time  an«!  manner  of  its  application,  these  being  left 
to  your  discretion  as  the  trustee,  no  good  reason  can 
be  assigned  why  Congress  m;ght  not  countenance  such 
measures  not  inconsistent  with  the  trust,  as  you  may 
deem  best  calculated  to  further  the  interest  of  the  state, 
for  whose  benefit  it  was  originally  designed.  Such  a 
disposition  of  the  fund  would  enable  the  state  within 
a  few  years  to  commence  upon  a  system  of  Internal 
improvement  while  the  inermediate  time  would  greatly 
enlarge  the   means  of  its  execution,  the  number  of  la-

borer9  would  be  multiplied,  the  price  of  labor  rendered 
more  reasonable,  and  if  invested  in  the  authorized 
stock  of  the  state — would  aid  in  supporting  a  circulat- 
ing medium  so  necessary  to  give  impulse  to  onr  indus- 
try and  euterprize,  the  want  of  which  is  seriously  felt 
by  almost  every  description  of  our  citizens,  the  pro- 
ducts of  our  soil  which  fioni  the  basis  of  our  public  and 
private  wealth  are  unavoidably  disposed  of  for  a  de- 
preciated medium  upon  which  when  applied  to  the

interests  of  the  ntockholders  of  the  National  bank,  aid- 
ed with  the  power  from  the  treasury  department  of  pre- 
venting all  other  paper  from  being  received  iu  payments 
to  the  United  (States.  The  power  which  tni*  bank 
exercises  over  the  payments  to  the  United  State*?  treas- 
ury, has  greatly  involve:!  those,  who  have  become  pub- 
lic debtors  for  lands  purchased,  under  the  general  belief, 
that  the  paper  of  solvent  banks,  would  continue  to  he 
accepted  iu  discharge  of  such  demands  again  i  them. 
But  the  operations  of  this  institution,  piove  its  i?.  ,  1  n. 
of  gradually  destroying  the  reputation  of  the  state  id- 
stitutions,  disenahiing  thereby  those  who  are  iudebted 
to  the  United  States  to  meet  their  payments  iu  due  time 
to  avoid  a  heavy  interest  or  forfeiture,  which,  mi-st  re- 
sult in  immense  sacrifices  oil  their  part,  and  commensu.  - 
ate  opportunities  for  speculation  for  those  who  can  com- 
mand funds  which  are  receivable,  unless  Congress  shall 
interfere  in  their  behalf. 

With  an  entire  confidence,  that  these  and  such  other 
subjects  as  your  superior  wisdom  may  suggest,  connect- 
ed with  our  inestimable  religious  jk  political  privileges, 
will  meet  your  consideration,  with  that  moderation  . mi  t 
concert  so  essential  to  the  important  trust  committed  to 
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your  charge,  you  have  Uie  assurance  of  my  co  opera- 
tion in  every  object,  calculated  to  pr  mute  the  pio?per- 
iiy  of  tae  state  aud  the  happiness    f  iis  citizens.
